Reverend Jesse Jackson “tossed his 
hat” into the political arena, and many 
astute politicians say that his pregence 
has generated some positive and contro- 
versial actions in the selection of political 
leaders.

You can really tell what White 
employers think of Black engi- 
neering schools each year when 
they decide to recruit the very best 
trained Afro-Americans in the, 
field.

No Black engineering graduate 
at a White school can expect that 
kind of reception into the profes- 
sional world.

Neither does this m e a'n that 
Black colleges sacrifice academic 
achievement. A recent study com-, 
paring the graduate school per- 
formances of 210 Blacks with de- 
gree from Black colleges with 140 
Black graduates of White colleges 
found that “Black colleges turned - 
out students whose grades in ad- 
vanced-degree programs 
matched those of Biacks who were 
grads of White universities." + 

But more importantty, 80 per- 
chal of ail} Backs with:edvanced 
degrees: trom Winite universities 
received their undergraduate degrees 
from a Black college, Hing 
the notion that Black col are 
inferior. They ere simply special- 
ized and do the best job of educat- 
ing Black students. 

The 114 Black colleges are Afro- 
America’s biggest bridge to suc- 
cess. More than 80 percent of all 
Black college graduates finished 
one of these institutions. 

That includes 85 percent of 
Black lawyers; 85 percent of all 
Black physicians; 75 percent of all 
Black Ph.Ds; 75 percent of all 
Black officers in the American 
armed services; over 50 percent of 
the country’s Black executives; 
and 80 percent of all Black judges, 
including Supreme Court Justice 
Thurgood Marshall. 

Somehow Shoney Stephenson 
got the message, probably by |jv- 

ing in a community of 9,168 where 
only 5.7 percent is Black, The 
Tomes sald that Shoney felt “a little 
wom out living around people with 
such different tastes from hers.” 

The struggle to preserve Black 
colleges is not almed at either pre- 
‘serving segregation or, forcing all 
Black students to attend one, an 
obvious impossibility.

Before jumping into so sweep. 
ing an action. Congress should 
replace the bill with a small. tightly 
controlled pilot experiment. A few 
cities could be selected fora test it 
which the subminimum would go 
into effect for teenagers. 

The young, workers should be 
further protected by exemption 
from taxes and social securit¥ 
payments. so that some of the gap 
between what their employer pays 
them and what he would have had 
to pay them under the standard 
minimum wage would be replaced 

But the purpose of the expert 
ment would be to study what 
happens in the labor market where 
a youth subminimum is in effect 
This temporary experiment must 
precede any permanent change 
the law. 

After the results are all in we'll 
finally know whether the youth 
subminimum actually does what 
its supporters say it will do. Until 
we know for sure. we shouldnt 
blindly embrace a youth subminit 
mum

The Women's Business Ownership Confer- 
ence held at the Holiday Inn in North Randall 
recently, was “one of the most exciting things 
to happen to Cleveland Women in Business 
for a long time,” remarked The Honorable 
Mary Jo Jacoby, special assistant to the Pres- 
ident For Public Laison, as she discussed the 
future of the “fairer sex” in the world of Ameri- 
can Business. 5 

The conference, spearheaded by the U.S. 
Small Business Administration in Washing- 
ton, D.C., was one in a series of nationwide 
meetings designed to impart financial man- 
agement, marketing and a variety of other 
business-related skills to female members 
ofthe minority business community, and inthe 
pursuit of this objective, Cleveland business 
women were provided with an excellent 
opportunity to meet each other and establisha 
network of contacts fora variety of small busi- 
ness needs. , 


But while the emphasis of the Business 
Ownership Conference was on small- 
business operation, the President's Special 
Assistant noted that it is current practice to 
encourage minority small business persons, 
generally, to enter the big business arena after 
they have achieved a satisfactory level of 
operation in the minority market.
